had never seen such a depth of 
crushed atone applied to a road. 
The 
surface 
was 
not extra 
smooth, as tile skill in leveling 
new highways Was not as marked 
as it became in later years.

Sweden May Get Tougher 
Wih Germany as Result of 


Sinking of Two Small Boats

Something red hot—something 
to watch closely for developments 
- is the announcement 
by 
the 
government of Sweden that two 
German m in e s weeper* sank two 
Swedish fishing 
boats 
without 
warning off Denmark on August 
25. 
An angry* Stockholm 
imme­ 
diately started un investigation. 
Should that inquiry establish that 
the Huns have again perpetrated 
one of their cold-blooded acts of 
ruthlessness, it might be the e x ­ 
plosive event which would bring 
Sweden into the war on the side 
of tho Allies. 
That’s not a prediction.. I'm 
merely pointing to 
a 
tendency" 
which has been pulling a reluct­ 
ant Sweden nearer and nearer 
to the brink of 
the 
European 
maelstrom recently. 
This is one 
of those 
“can-be-if” 
situations. 
One wonders in particular what 
the effect would be on Stockholm 
if the Western 
Allies 
should 
stage an in va ion 
of 
Western 
Europe in the immediate future. 
It certainly would put the Swedes 
in a much stronger position. 
Relations between 
the 
Scan­ 
dinavian country and her gang­ 
ster 
neighbor 
have 
been 
in­ 
creasingly 
strained 
for 
four 
months. 
For 
the 
past 
three 
months the Swedes have been 
standing at arms, ready for ac­ 
tion if forced from the ir chosen 
position of neutrality. 
Now corms this fresh sensation 
in which the German warships are ; 
said to have fired from a range 
of fifty yards on the little boats. I

Swedish blue and gold insignia

was right under Hitler’s big guns, j 
and in constant danger of invasion 
by the Boche.

for us are against us. This didn’t 
improve Sw eden’s uncomfortable 
position, but it did produce signs : 
that 
Stockholm 
was giving 
it 
thoughtful condideration, 
A little 
later there 
began 
a 
long series of incidents for which 
the Nazis w ere responsible, and 
there has been a distinct cooling 
of 
Swedish-German 
relations. 
Stockholm’s attitude has stiffened 
as the Axis has sunk into the 
slough of defeat, and as the pros­ 
pects of an Allied 
invasion 
of 
Western Europe have grown. 
■Swedish protests to Berlin in­ 
creased, and by the end of April 
the Swedes w ere talking tough to j 
the Nazis. 
At this time it was 
macle known that Sweden’s armed 
forces were ready for eventuali­ 
ties.

Pattern Followed in Hu man Growth

G R O W T H , as we pointed ou t 
yesterday, 
is 
one of the 
most 
mysteriou s fu nctions of the body. 
Obviou sly it is a necessary fu nc­ 
tion. We cannot forever remain 
the size of babies, even if we ma-

tu re in other wavs, becau se the 
baby wou ld have to reprodu ce a 
smaller baby and so on u ntil in a 
few generations we wou ld be mi­ 
croscopic. So N atu re provides for 
growth u p to the age of m atu rity. 
Bu t why isn't the grow th steady 
and gradu al? 


The hu m an anim al grows very 
rapidly from birth to -tx months 
— increases size twice. Then it 
grows steadily bu t slowly for two 
years, so again its size is twice 
that of six months. 
Then 
its 
grow th slows so as to be almost 
imperceptible- only a ten or fif­ 
teen per cent increase in eight or 
nine years. 


The child of ten is abou t fou r 
times the size of tile new born 
baby. 
Then all of a su dden at 
abou t the age of twelve growth is j 
speeded u p so that in the nex t five 
or six years the size of the in- i 
dividu al is ten times that at birth. 
And then the whole darn thing ; 
stops dead and never starts again. 
W hy? Nobody on earth has the 
faintest idea. 


Averages of Height 


If you w a r t averages of grow th 
in height, they can be fu rnished. 
Bu t if. as a parent, you are going 
to apply this to the grow th of you r 
own children a w arning is neces­ 
sary. 
These are only averages, 
and an average is made by com­ 
pu ting ten thou sand individu als. 
You r child is as likely to fall right 
on the dot as one is to ten thou ­ 
sand.

Several General Deviations 
Bu t in recording a large n u m ­ 
ber, of which this is the average, 
there are fou nd deviations from 
the average which fall into fou r 
grou ps. 
There is first a grou p 
whose weight is heavier than the 
average and height abou t the ave­ 
rage or so me wn a t below. 
Then 
there is a taller grou p— always 
ex ceeding the average height, con­ 
stitu ting abou t 33 per cent of the 
whole. This individu al is slender 
and his weight not mu ch more 
than the average. 
Then there is the small type, 
consistently at every age u nder the 
average height, constitu ting abou t 
27 per cent of the entire grou p. 
The actu al 
average constitu tes 
abou t 37 per cent of the boys and 
42 per cent of the girls. These dif­ 
ferences mean qu ite different po­ 
tential activities fo r the different 
grou ps in endu rance, tendency to 
disease and even tem peram ent, a 
su bject we will discu ss tomorrow.
